1. Inprovenent at Puetnits airfield, :vout 2 lm nortinest of Dangarton,twele$tarted 
in November 1950 (F~2)., The numbev of Jaborers was increased to & toleot about 
1,800 to 2,000 by 18 “ay 1951. “crs was supervised by construction super™ 
intendent Ulrich, (fnu), of the 3 uunion-North "irm, The permanent laborers 
employed by this firm were skille! workers from Waren (N 5h/0 35) and Neubranden= 
burg, Most of the laborers, inci ding some from the Boddenwerft where many had 
been discharged, lived in the t/tinity of Puetnita, About 70. te CO older Soviet 
Air Foree soldiers, who were psvbably assigned to a constructicn bettalion, have 
worked at the field since ear’: Bey 1951. 


2, Most of the work was being dy2 on a runway, about 60 x 2,800 meters located next

Besides Welzow and Briesen airfields, this would be the 
third airfield in the Soviet zone of Germany the length of wich 
exceeds 2,500 meters.
